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SENATOR WESELY: Yes, Mr. Speaker, this provision was added as a
committee amendment. 1 did participate in a meeting in Senator
Hartnett's office with Senator Coordsen and felt that by
retaining the written report by the guardian ad litem we could
delete this measure and it shouldn't have any negative impact.
So I would support the amendment.

SPEAKER BARRETT: Thank you. Senator Hartnett.

SENATOR HARTNETT: Just to reaffirm what Senator Wesely did.
The three of us met and I think it was broader and would have
caused more work for the courts and there is also already a
teview in Section 11, page 18. So with that I would move for

the amendment.

SPEAKER BARRETT: Thank you. If there is nothing furthar, the
question is the adoption of the Coordsen amendment to L3 1222.
Those in favor vote yes, opposed no. Record.

ASSISTANT CLERK: 26 ayes, O nays on Senator Coordsen's
amendment, Mr. President.

SPEAKER BARRETT: The amendment is adopted. The next iten.

ASSISTANT CLERK: Mr. President, I have nothing further on the
bill.
